According  to  the  Gazeta  de  Noticias  of 
yesterday,  the  minister  ol  public  instruction, 
Gen.  Benjamin  Constant,  had  offered  his 
resignation  on  Saturday,  but  no  reason  for 
tiiis  action  was  given.  The  Tvihuna,  how- 
ever, gives  an  indirect  explanation  of  the  af- 
fair to  the  effect  that  the  minister  had  sent 
around  a  hatch  of  appointments  by  one  of 
his  sons  for  General  Deodoro's  signature, 
and  that  the  latter  had  sat  down  upon  the 
business  in  a  very  decided  manner.  That 
there  have  been  repeated  controversies  and 
bad  feeling  in  the  ministry,  all  the  world 
knows;  but  the  discretion  of  the  Rio  press 
is  so  great  that  the  points  at  issue  are 
never  openly  discussed.  Just  what  the 
cause  of  this  last  breach  may  be  we  can  not 
say,  and  our  colleagues  give  us  no  clue. 
The  Gazeta — the  only  paper  which  gives 
the  news— says  this  morning  that  friendly 
efforts  are  being  made  to  induce  the  min- 
ister to  jeconsider  his  resignation  and 
accept  a  leave  of  absence.

The  new  bank  ol  issue  decree,  which 
was  published  yesterday,  is  perhaps  quite  in 
harmony  with  the  confusion  of  ideas  and 
impracticable  theories  which  now  dominate 
the  financial  administration  o\  Brazil.  It 
was  expected  by  some  that  when  the  elec- 
tions had  taken  place  and  the  people  had 
chosen  their  legislators,  this  irregular  and 
arbitrary  system  of  "government  by  decree" 
would  be  brought  to  an  end,  but  the  minis- 
ter of  finance  is  apparently  disposed  to  rule 
despotically  up  to  the  very  last  moment. 
Whether  the  representatives  of  the  people 
will  submit  to  so  irregular,  illegal  and  arbi- 
trary an  exercise  of  authority,  remains  to  be 
seen,  but  be  this  as  it  may,  the  consequen- 
ces can  not  be  avoided.  By  the  terms  of 
this  decree,  the  issue  of  currency  on  a  gold 
basis  becomes  practically  unlimited,  special 
issues  of  36,000,000!  are  added  to  the 
emission  already  conceded,  the  zones  of  the 
regional  banks  are  subjected  to  another 
modification,  the  banks  of  a  certain  class 
are  subjected  to  an  obligation  from  which 
they  were  exempted  in  the  decree  of  Janu- 
ary 17th,  and  two  new  banks  are  subjected 
to  obligations  of  making  state  loans  with- 
out the  federal  guarantee  recently  estab- 
lished by  decree.  Why  a  foreign  banker 
should  have  a  guarantee  on  his  loans,  while 
the  national  banker  must  take  his  own  risk, 
is  a  difference  we  can  not  explain  further 
than  to  class  it  with  the  other  conflicting 
modifications  and  exceptions  which  appear 
to  constitute  the  greater  part  of  the  financial 
system  now  dominant.  It  is  considered  by 
many  prominent  financial  authorities  that 
uniformity,  simplicity  and  system  are  essen- 
tial factors  in  the  successful  administration 
of  a  nation's  finances,  but  Ruy  Barbosa  evi- 
dently thinks  otherwise.  If  he,  or  any  one 
el>.e,  can  evolve  a  consistent,  harmonious 
and  intelligible  system  out  of  the  conflicting 
and  confusing  elements  contained  in  the 
decrees  which  have  been  issued  in  regard  to 
banking  and  currency  since  the  beginning 
of  the  year,  it  will  be  more  than  we  have 
been  able  to  do,  and  more  than  any  one 
has  succeeded  in  doing  thus  far. 


Some  time  ago  we  took  the  liberty  of  ad- 
vising the  organization  of  a  new  association 
which  should  better  represent  the  commer- 
cial interests  of  this  city.  In  view  of  the 
present  abnormal  state  of  affairs  and  the 
unsatisfactory  position  occupied  by  the  As- 
sociacao  Commercial,  it  is  highly  advisable 
that  some  steps  should  be  taken  in  that  di- 
rection without  further  delay.  We  are  now 
passing  through  a  crisis  of  speculation 
which  must  inevitably  lead  to  serious  con- 
sequences.    The  wildest  schemes  and  the 
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craziest  financial  expedient?   are  not  only 
current  in  the  street,  but  are  actually  pro- 
tected and  encouraged  by  a  commercial  or- 
ganization whose  prime  duly  it  is  to  foster 
and  promote  legitimate  commerce  only.  An 
association  whose  chief  anxiety  is  to  burn 
incense  before  the  dominant  personage  of 
the    moment,    whether    he  be   statesman, 
charlatan,  or  speculator,  is  certainly  not  a 
lit  representative  of  a  class  whose  best  tradi- 
tions are  those  of  honorable  dealing   and 
legitimate  commercial    enterprise.     As  we 
are  now  on  the   verge  of   the   greatest  crisis 
ever  experienced  in  Brazil,  we  need  the  or- 
ganized   leadership   of  the    best    and  most 
trustworthy  men    which    the   country    pos- 
sesses.    We  are  heartily  sick  of  the  defer- 
ence shown  to  charlatans  and   speculators, 
these    organizers  and  promoters  of  sham 
companies  and  impossible  enterprises,  these 
jugglers  in  shares  and  debentures,  these  pa- 
triotic bankrupts  and  spendthrifts  who  are 
engaged   in   organizing   well-paid  director- 
ships for  their  own  personal  benefit,  these 
impostors  who  buy  millions  without  a  vin- 
letn  in  their  pockets  and  then  invent  empty 
credit  operations   to  cover   their  liabilities, 
these   adventurers   who    make   and    break 
contracts  without  the  slightest  sense  ol  re- 
sponsibility and  without   the  faintest  appre- 
ciation of  honor  and  honesty.    One  has  but 
to  walk  through  the  crowd   on   the  Rua  da 
AUandega  to  be  convinced  how  few  men  of 
good  credit  and   reputation  are  engaged  in 
the  business  of  buying  and  selling   shares 
and  in  organizing  companies.      Reputable 
merchants,  bankers  and  capitalists  can  not 
salely  be  associated  with  such   people  nor 
concerned  in  their  operations,  and,  therefore, 
as  the  Associacao  Commercial  is  not  in- 
clined to   draw  a  line  between  them  and 
legitimate  commerce,    it  becomes  impera- 
tive to  create  an  organization  that  will.

Thai  tile  patentee,  Singer,  anil  his  successors 
have  manufactured  sewing  machines  publicly 
known  as  "Singer  Sewing  Machines,"  ami  the 
name  Sincer  has  conic  to  identify  the  special  kinds 
<if  machines  made  by  them,  does  not,  after  the  ex- 
piration  of  the  patent,  give  them  the  exclusive  right 
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Ik  the  Brazilian  public  were  in   the  habit 
of  requiring  explanations  and  reasons,  it  is 
to  be   feared  that  some   of  our   republican 
colleagues  would  soon   find  themselves  in  a 
sea  of  difficulties.     It   is  not  so  long  ago 
that  at  least  two  of  them  were  demanding  a 
rigid  censorship  of  the  press  and  the  pun- 
ishment of  anyone  found  guilty  of  dissem- 
inating false  information,  and  now  we  find 
the  immaculate  Diaiio  de  Notkias,  the  per- 
sonal organ  of  the  minister  of  finance,  act- 
ually condemning  the  popular  desire  to  ob- 
tain seals  in  Congress  as  an    "inveterate 
vice."     As  the   law  and  gospel  of   the  new 
dispensation,  perhaps    the    Diana    can  ex- 
plain how  it  becomes  a  "vice"  for  a  citizen 
of  a  republic  to  aspire  to  any  office    within 
the  gift  of  the  people.

In  all  these  eases  the  present  complainant  sought 
to  enjoin  the  use  of  the  word  "Singer"  by  the  tie- 
fetuhuits  us  a  designation  for  sewing  machines 
made  or  dealt  in  by  them,  respectively,  and  the 
right  thus  asserted  was  denied  in  all  those  cases, 
except  that  reported  in  10  Scot.  L.  R.  In  the 
Larsen  case  1$  Btss.,  tjt,  |  it  was  said  by  Judge 
Dmmmond  : 

"  1  think  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  plaintiff 
can  not  claim  the  exclusive  right  to  manufacture 
the  'Singer  Sewing  Machine.'  All  that  it  can 
claim  is  "to  make  a  machine  of  its  own  peculiar 
manufacture,  with  a  device  in  the  nature  oT  a  'trade 
Mark.  Otherwise  alter  a  patent  has  expired 
which  lias  established  the  nomenclature  of  a  ew- 
ing  machine,  as  the  Howe  patent  or  the  Wilson 
patent,  the  patentee  might  go  on  and  have  the  ben- 
efit of  the  patent  indefinitely.  "  *  *  These  pal- 
ents  have  all  expired,  and  nothing  can  therefore  be 
claimed  under  them.  Other  persons  cannot  be 
prevented  from  manufacturing  a  machine  like  the 
Singer  sewing  machine,  and  winch  may  be  called 
to  distinguish  it  from  other  machines  'Singer's 
Sewing  Machine.'  If  a  sewing  machine  has  ac- 
quired a  name  which  designates  a  mechanism  or  a 
peculiar  construction,  parts  of  which  are  protected 
Eiy  patents,  oilier  persons,  alter  [he  expiration  of 
the  patents,  have  the  right  to  construct  the  machine 
and  call  il  by  that  name,  because  that  only  ex- 
presses the  kind  and  quality  of  the  machine." 
So  in  Brill  vs.  Manufacturing  Co.,  it  is  said  : 
"  Descriptive  as  the  name  'Singer'  is  ol  ma- 
chines of  a  really  distinctive  character  in  their  con- 
struction and  principle  of  operation,  when  the  pat- 
ents protecting  them  expired  the  right  to  use  that 
name  accompanied  the  right  to  make  and  sell  the 
machines,  [t  would  be  a  poor  return  for  the  ex- 
clusive privilege  which  the  public  gives  for  a  long 
period  to  the  patentee  if,  after  the  expiration  of  his 
patent,  lie  shall  be  allowed  to  virtually  perpetuate 
his  monopoly,  in  a  measure,  by  preventing  all 
others  from  using  the  name  which  will  describe  and 
aake  known  the  invention  that  has  become  devi- 
ated to  the  public."

POLITICAL  AFfiAWS. 

The  victory  of  Sr.  Vinhnes  represents 

the  first  rose  leaves  cast  upon  the  commencement 
of  the  path  ;  afterwards  come  the  complaints,  the 
debate  as  to  the  comparative  value  ol  capital  and  la- 
bor,  strikes  with  all  their  accompanying  misery  and 
disturbances  j  an  entire  class,  numerous,  condemn- 
ed to  almost  no  improvement,  for,  although  it 
marches  from  victory  to  victory,  it  sees  each  day 
its  necessities  augmented. 

It  will  he  said  that  no  country  can  absolutely  dis- 
pense with  the  working  classes,  thai  there  is  always 
some  industry  to  be  exploited,  and  that  necessarily 
there  will  be  a  body  of  men  to  whom  life  must  be 
hard. 

Entirely  do  we  agree:  hut  the  duty  of  those 
who  direct  is,  not  to  augment  this  group,  hut  to 
accept  it  as  a  sorrowful  necessity,  which  will  be 
that  much  the  less  as  the  exploited  industries 
shall  become  more  natural  and  which  may  be  the 
more  readily  assisted  in  proportion  as  its  numbers 
are  less  numerous. 

Sr.  Viidiaes,  entering  parliament  in  the  name  of 
Ihe  working  classes,  assumes  a  great  responsibility. 


We  may  mention  that  the  Sr.  Vinhnes  referred  to 
was.  a  lieutenant  in  the  Brazilian  navy  under  the 
empire,   but    employed  hisjeisure  hours 
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arms,  etc.  The  ascent  of  the  stream  was  terribly 
difficult,  and  before  they  reached  the  Patina 
swamp,  food  began  to  get  scarce ;  and  soon  the 
poor  explorers  had  to  eat  reptiles  and  anything 
they  could  pick  up.  In  t|ie  swamp  they  lost  their 
way,  and  could  only  advance  200  metres  a  day,  by 
damming  the  water  to  keep  the  steamer  afloat. 
Lieutenant  Zorilla  and  Dr.  Cassius  were  then  sent 
back  for  assistance.  The  trip  down  was  most 
dangerous,  as  the  river  had  risen  and  the  current 
was  very  rapid.  Before  reaching  the  confluence 
Dr.  Cassius  became  half  mad  from  hunger,  jumped 
into  the  river  and  swam  to  the  bank,  telling  Lieu- 
tenant Zorilla  that  he  preferred  to  remain  there.  It 
is  feared  that  he  must  either  have  been  captured  by 
the  Indians  or  killed  by  wild  beasts.

NEW  BANKING  REGULATIONS. 
Decree  No  ...  of  September  2 $tk,  tSqo. 
Marshall    Manoel  Deodoro  da  Fonseca,  chief  of 
the  provisional  government  constituted  by  the  army 
and  navy,  in  the  name  of  the  nation,  decrees : 

Ait.  i  -The  banks  of  issue  created  in  virtue  of 
Decree  No.  165  of  January  17th,  1S90,  are  author- 
ized to  effect  one-hall  ol  their  emission  against 
gold,  under  the  same  terms  as  those  conceded  to 
the  Bancn  dos  F.slados  Unidos  do  Brazil ;  they  may 
not,  however,  except  by  special  permission  ol  the 
department  of  finance,  commence  this  previous  to 
the  completion  of  the  issue  against  government 
stock. 

Art.  -'-The  issue  of  the  Banco  de  S.  Paulo  (sic), 
to  whose  district  will  now  pertain  the  states  of  Pa- 
rana and  Santa  Calharina,  is  increased  to  40,000,- 
000$,  this  establishment  being  obliged  to  make  to 
the  slates  of  its  ions,  independent  of  the  guarantee 
of  the  Federal  Treasury,  under  the  most  favorable 
condition-  permitted  by  the  position  of  the  market, 
the  loan-  necessary  to  the  re-organization  of  their 
finances. 

Art.  j— There  is  granted  to  the  bank  of  issue  to 
be  organised  in  Peinambuco  an  additional  emis- 
sion uf  m. 000, 000$  under  the  conditions  of  Decree 
No.  253  of  March  iSth  of  the  present  year,  Art.  I, 
with  the  clause  and  for  the  purpose  of  realizing,  so 
soon  as  it  may  be  constituted,  a  loan  ol  I0,000,0oo$ 
to  ihe  said  state,  under  conditions  to  be  established 
by  ihe  department  of  finance,  without  federal  guar- 
antee. 

Att,  ./—The  banks  of  issue  against  gold  and 
those  ol  issue  against  titles  of  the  public  debt  are 
obliged  to  receive  reciprocally  the  notes  of  each 
other;  penally  of  liquidation  ol  the  establishment 
refusing,  under  the  terms  of  Law  No.  3,463  of  No- 
vember 24th.  iSSS,  Art.  1,  $1,  No.  iv. 

Ait.  3— The  faculty  ol  issue  is  re-established  for 
the  Banco  da  Bahia,  'as  granted  by  its  statutes,  up 
to  a  sum  of  10,000,000$  against  the  deposit  of  gold 
to  the  amount  of  one-half  of  this  sum. 
Art.  6— Contrary  dispositions  are  revoked. 
Assembly-room  uf  the  Provisional  Government, 
September  25th,  1S90,  second  of  the  Republic.

AW,..— It  is  clearly  evident  that  this  decree  was 
written  hastily  and  was  published  without  careiul 
revision.  The  provisions  of  Art.  1  are  not  clear, 
while  in  Art.  2  the  Banco  Uniao  de  S.  Paulo  is 
evidently  referred  to  -not  the  Banco  de  S.  Puulo. 
Issuing  a  decree  in  this  manner  is  certainly  treating 
nous  subject  very  carelessly.— Eds.  News.

011  the  26th  says  that  400  Italian  immigrants  at  Sao 
Paulo  aie  to  receive  free  passages  home,  for  to 
them  is  attributed  the  increase  of  thievery  in  that 
city, 

—According  to  the  Correio  do  Povo  a  policeman 
ol  the  Rio  ile  Janeiro  state  force,  married  and  with 
five  children,  has  complained  to  the  aulhoiilies  that 
one  of  the  officers  of  the  corps  had  seduced  and  run 
away  with  Ins  wife. 

—The  normal  horse  manufactory  at  Curityba, 
Parana,  was  inaugurated  on  the  23rd  with  great 
enthusiasm.  It  has  a  government  guarantee  and 
will  probably,  like  most  "industria  national"  fac- 
tories, import  as  raw  material.

He  was 
at  the  time  of  his  death  in  command  of  the  fleet 
sent  to  explore  the  rivers  Bermejo  and  Pilcomayo. 
Captain  Page  was  the  son  of  Captain  Page  who  ex- 
plored the  Parana  many  years  ago  at  the  urders  of 
ihe  United  Slates,  and  who  wrote  a  most  interest- 
ing book  on  Paraguay.  We  believe  the  old  gentle- 
man is  still  living  with  his  daughter  in  Italy.  Cap- 
tain John  Page  was  descending  by  the  river  Pilco- 
mayo in  order  to  consult  a  physician  al  Reststencia, 
but  he  died  before  he  arrived  there.  We  deeply 
sympathise  with  his  widow  and  lamily. 

Laier  reports  say  that  Captain  Page's  son,  Mr. 
Nelson  Page,  is  in  command  of  the  expedition  on 
Pilcomayo  and  that  he  is  surrounded  by  Indians.

— A  telegram  published  here  on  the  27th  says 
that  the  coffee  crop  in  the  west  of  S.  Paulo  is  esti- 
mated at  twice  that  ol  the  last  crop,  and  the  com- 
ing crop  is  expected  to  be  twice  the  present  crop. 
As  figures  of  ihe  past  crop  are  not  given,  specula- 
tion is  left  lo  complete   the  other  estimates. 

—  The  duel  of  police  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  who  was 
exhausted  by  theelectoral  struggle,  has  re-assumed 
his  position  and  has  hcen  given  a  banquet  by  his 
admirers.  Ll.  Col.  Fonseca  e  Silva  should  re- 
member that  even  a  deputy  to  the  first  Brazilian 
congress  has  a  liver ;  he  should  lie  careful  at  ban- 
quets, or  he  will  have  a  relapse. 

—Recent  advices  from  S.  Paulo  state  that  Gen. 
Couto  de  Magalhaes  ha  1  become  a  hopeless  luna- 
tic. Gen.  Couto  de  Magalhaes  was  an  important 
figure  in  S.  Paulo  politics  lor  many  years,  ami  was 
the  president  of  the  province  when  the  revolution 
burst  on  Brazil.  We  have  seen  no  reasons  ascribed 
for  his  great  misfortune. 

—At  a  meeting  of  the  legislators  elect  ol  the  stale 
of  Rio  de  Janeiro  held  in  Nicthemy  on  the  21st  it 
was  decided  lo  support  Governor  Ponella  in  his 
••squabble"  with  the  minister  ol  agiiculture  over 
llie  Sapucahy  railway  extension.  Rio  tie  Janeiro 
and  S.  Paulo  are  now  virtually  facing  each  other. 
Is  there  no  Brazilian  Helper  to  write  on  the  "In- 
evitable Conflict  ?" 

—The  recent  warm  days  have  developed  some 
very  pointed  criticisms  on  the  sanitary  condition  of 
Santos  and  the  iuditference  of  the  municipal  author- 
ities. The  grumblers,  however,  should  be  more 
patient;  the  intendentes  are  now  engaged  in  "de- 
veloping industry"  by  the  creation  of  joint-stock 
companies,  and  can  not  be  expected  to  look  after 
such  things  as  drainage. 

— On  the  iSth  Gen.  Barbosa  wrote  a  sharp  note 
to  Governor  Portella  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  about  his 
demanding  slate  bonds  as  a.  deposit  in  guarantee  of 
contracts,  Lo  the  exclusion  of  government  stock. 
Governor  Portella  has  now  two  quarrels  on  hand  : 
the  Sapucahy  railway  question  with  the  department 
of  agriculture  and  the  bond  deposit  quarrel  with 
ihe  Treasury.  Governor  Portella  must  have  Irish 
blood  in  his  veins,  lo  judge  from  his  delight  in  a 
quarrel.

— SRi>  Paulo  in  |iroposiiig  tn  organize  n  con- 
tiiutnial  exposition, 

—The  governor  of  Minns  Gernes  Ims  entered  into 
a  contract  will)  Walter  Heilbut  for  the  construction 
of  a  new  capital  city  on  tlie  plateau  near  the  present 
enpitnl,  Ouro  I*relo.  The  contract  covers  the  erec- 
tion of  n  number  of  public  edifices  together  with  all 
the  public  services  of  a  large  city.  If  Hie  constitu- 
tion is  not  soon  adopted  and  a  check  placed  on 
these  provisional  rulers',  we  shall  soon  have  them 
signing  contracts  for  making  butter  and  cheese  out 
of  llit  Milky  Way. 

—It  is  charged  that  the  government  officials  arc 

guilty  of  gross  misconduct  nl  Tfllttt,  Siio  Paulo, 
where  there  was  a  strong  opposition  party.  The 
people  were  threatened  with  conscription  if  they 
voted  against  the  government,  and  the  opposition 
was  not  allowed  to  have  a  fiscal  sit  the  polls.  Of 
the  114  voles  known  to  have  been  cast  for  the 
"Centvo"  ticket  ("opposition J  only  36  werecounted, 
while  of  the  20  votes  (or  Die  Catholic  ticket  not  one 
was  reported.  Rigorous  punishment  should  follow 
an  abuse  like  this, 

—We  understand  that  the  lazaretto  at  Curityba, 
Parana,  is  a  jewel.  A  local  journal  thus  describes 
it:  "The  edifice  is  modest,  but  spacious,  well 
built,  it  obeys  hygienic  rules,  has  five  wards,  good 
sanitary  accommodations,  a  saloon  for  disinfection 
and  a  medical  cabinet.  It  is  situated  in  an  appre- 
ciable position,  surrounded  by  forests  on  every 
side,  has  excellent  drinking  water  and  the  rerial 
currents  that  predominate  cross  through  it  by 
dihedral  angles,"  If  a  quarantined  man  is  not 
content  in  such  a  Paradise,  he  had  belter  go  borne 
again,  where  dihedral  angles  cross  in  parallel  lines. 


Railroad    Notes 


—The  general  of  agriculture  went  up  to  Rene- 
vente,  Espirito  Santo,  on  the  241b  to  inaugurate 
work  on  the  Benevente-Minas  railway, 

— Oti  the  2nd  the  minister  of  agriculture  ordered 
the  director  of  the  Sul  Pernambuco  railway  to  at 
once  commence  work  on  the  section  from  Paqtie- 
vira  to  Imperatriz,  in  Alag6as.  The  work  will 
commence  at  Imperatriz. 

—Work  on  the  Norte  de  S.  Paulo  line  was  in- 
augurated on  the  22nd  at  Tatibate".  The  president 
of  the  company,  Sr.  Joao  Alfredo  Correia  de  Oli- 
veira,  was  present  and  some  3,000  enthusiastic 
Taubatenses  assisted  at  the  ceremony. 

—On  the  25th  the  shareholders  of  the  Sapucahy 
railway  divided  among  themselves  the  150,000  new 
shares  issued,  outsiders  being  left  there.  The  old 
shares,  with  50$  paid  up,  have  been  replaced  by 
fully  paid  shares.  In  all  probability  another  loan 
will  soon  be  applied  for. 

—  A  company  is  in  process  of  organization  with 
a  capital  of  3,000,000$  to  build  the  railway  to 
Tijuca.  The  concession  was  originally  a  part  of 
Hie  Northern  and  Rio  railway  privilege,  and  has 
been  granted  extensions  of  lime  upon  many 
occasions.  We  hope  it  will  now  be  built  without 
unnecessary  delay. 

— The  governor  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  has  granted  a 
6  per  cent,  interest  guarantee  on  20,000$  per  kilo- 
metre to  a  maximum  of  1 ,000,000$  capital  for  a 
railway  from  ilie  S.  Domiugos  station  on  the 
Campos  and  Carangola  line  towards  the  Frcicheiras 
mountains  up  to  the  limit  of  the  S.  Antonio  de 
Padua  railway  zone. 

—In  the  Jornal  do  Commcnio  of  the  28th  the 
representative  of  the  Minas  and  Rio  railway 
company  replied  most  forcibly  to  the  minister  of 
agriculture's  report  to  the  Brazilian  foreign  office 
as  lo  his  reasons  for  cancelling  (lie  concessions 
granted  the  Minas  and  Rio  company.  Mr.  Fenn 
com ra verts  much  that  the  minister  asserts,  and 
Sr.  Glyeerio's  action  certainly  appears  to  have 
been  precipitate, 

—An  admirable  example  of  discipline  was  shown 
on  the  Sena  section  of  the  S.  Raulo  railway  on  the 
171b  Just.  A  second-class  passenger  took  too 
much  time  over  his  coffee  at  the  lower  station  and 
ran  to  catch  the  train,  in  movement;  be  caught  on 
the  fool-board  and  succeeded  in  entering  the  car- 
riage, but  the  train  hail  been  brought  to  an  imme- 
diate halt.  The  idiot,  who  risked  his  life,  had 
merely  to  pay  a  fine  of  20$.  Nexl  year  he  should 
send  bis  20$  to  The  Rio  News  and  learn  how  to 
avoid  such  adventures. 

— An  interesting  series  of  brake  trials  has 
been  concluded  on  the  Belgian  state  railways. 
A  train  of  fifty  goods  waggons,  filled  with  the 
quick-acting  Westmghau.se  brake,  has  been  ex- 
perimented with  on  the  long  and  steep  inclines  on 
the  Luxe'nberg  line  between  Libramonl  and  Je- 
melle.  The  experiments  were  a  great  success  in 
every  respect,  and  this  long  train,  with  loaded  and 
empty  waggons,  was  taken  down  a  bank  some 
eighteen  miles  long  with  the  greatest  ease.  The 
train  was  under  perfect  control,  and  the  speed  was 
kept  practically  uniform.  All  present  were  un- 
animous in  their  praise  of  the  improved  Westing- 
house  brake,  with  which  the  handling  of  a  train 
of  fifty  waggons  is  as  easy  as  that  of  an  express 
train  of  three  carriages.  The  Belgian  slate  rail- 
ways intend  to  put  tins  train  into  regular  service 
at  ouce,  and  contemplate  the  filling  of  a  consider- 
able quantity  of  goods  waggons  with  the  quick- 
acting  Westinghouse  brake.  Various  other  trials 
were  made,  ail  equally  successful;  and,  in  the 
quick  stops,  the  train  of  fifty  waggons  was  brought 
to  rest  within  300  yards,  much  less  than  the  length 
of  the  train,  from  a  speed  of  forty-one  miles  per 
hour,  on  a  falling  gradient  of  I  in  bz.~-BngUsh 
Mick  attic.

Vinbaes  wants  the  public  to  lake 
stock  in  the  Companhia  Industrial  e  Agricola  Snb- 
utbana,  and  make  him  a  director,  of  course,  at 
500$  a  month.  There  is  nothing  like  beiiis  a 
friend  of  the  poo,  laborer! 

—  Il  is  announced  that  Ihc  government  will  send 
more  officers  and  men  to  plant  a  colony  on  the 
French  Guiana  boundary,  ihe  original  consignment 
being  nearly  all  dead.  The  experience  thus  far 
Confirms  the  wisdom  ol  a  policy  which  seeks  to 
settle  so  malarial  a  region  when  so  large  an  area 
of  habitable  country  remains  unoccupied, 

—We  see  by  our  American  exchanges  that  Com- 
modore W.  P.  McCaun  has  been  appointed  to  \\K 
command  of  the  South  Atlantic  squadron,  U.  S. 
X.,  which  will  be  composed  of  ihe  hns/tco/a  Mlag'- 
shipi,  Kearsage,  Essex  and  Enterprise,  all  old 
wooden  vessels.  Il  was  not  then  announced  when 
the  squadron  would  leave  for  this  station. 

— Another  invention  ol  a  manageable  balloon 
has  been  sent  to  ihe  special  committee  appointed 
by  the  minister  of  agriculture  to  sit  on  these  affairs. 
What  the  committee  may  hatch  nut  will  be  worthy 
ol  going  lo  the  museum.  Fm  unmanageable 
balloons,  however,  the  biggest  articles  arc  being 
manufactured  ai  the  department  of  finance. 

—On  the  22tid  a  Portuguese  shop  boy  complain- 
ed lo  a  man  who  was  committing  a  nuisance 
when  one  of  the  necessary  edifices  was  near  at 
band.  The  lad  was  thereupon  assaulted  by  the 
o.lendei,  a  half-pay  army  officer,  and  a  number  of 
other  panics  and  received  a  sound  beating  for  his 
volunteered  supervision  of  sanitary  reforms  and 
decency. 

—A  decree  dated  on  the  201I1  inst.,  but  only  pub- 
lished  in  the  Oi.tt ig  Official  on  the  251I1,  nbolishes 
Uie  penally  of  the  galieys-leg-irons  and  chain- 
and  substitutes  for  imprisonment  for  life  a  term  of 
30  years.  Other  conditions  ol  ihe  decree,  if  inter- 
esting lo  any  of  our  readers  who  may  meditate 
coming  within  the  prescriptions,  will  be  found  in 
the  journal  died. 

—We  ask  oar  exchanges— in  the  Interests  ol  hu- 
manity -to  give  currency  to  the  remarks  ol  our 
I'ara  correspondent  as  to  Ihe  mortality  in  (he  rub- 
ber districts.  A  company  is  proposed  to  exploit 
the  rubber  industry  ami  as  corporations  have  no 
souls,  it  should  be  clearly  explained  that  for  for- 
eigners lo  go  into  certain  regions  of  the  Amazon 
valley  is  sheer  suicide, 

—On  the  23rd  the  officers  in  garrison  in  Rio 
visiied  the  minister  of  war  and  ihc  adjutant-general 
of  the  army  to  congratulate  Lhem  upon  their  elec- 
tion to  Congress.  The  bauds  of  ihe  loth,  2ird 
and  24th  battalions  ot  infantry  discoursed  music 
upon  the  occasion.  This  is  the  account  of  our  col- 
league, 0  Brazil.  In  ihis connection  we  should  like 
lo  inquire  if  military  officers  are  to  be  permille 
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about  2,500$,  while  the  Patanagtui 
and  cargo  were  damaged  lo  an  amount  estimated 
at  about  500,000*,  The  Patanairttd  has  been 
raised  and  will  be  placed  in  dock  for  repairs. 

—On  Ihe  24th  the  police  arrested  a  man— and 
confiscated  bis  goods- for  offering  indecent  pic- 
tures and  articles  for  sale.  It  is  claimed  the  goods 
were  passed  through  the  Hahia  custom-house 
which  appear,  lo  he  less  squeamish  than  that  of 
Kio,  and  came  down  on  a  coasting  steamer.  The 
man  openly  advertised  bis  wares, 'and  even  on  the 
day  of  the  seizure  0  I'aiz  published  bis  advertise- 
ment 111  its  section  of  avisos.'  While  respectable 
newspapers  accept  such  advertisements  and  in 
decent  pictures  continue  lo  be  openly  exhibited  on 
the  Ouvidor,  it  seems  almost  useless  to  make  such 
arrests  as  this.  One  arrest  is  not  going  to  reform 
the  standards  of  morality  which  rule  this  city. 

-Now  this  is  ibe  way  to  do  ii.  On  the  12th  a 
large  number  of  historical  republicans  met  in  S 
Chrtstovao— the  exact  locality  unfortunately  is 
withheld— and  organized  a  republican  club— "Rea- 
son and  Justice"— which  proposes  lo  propagate 
purity  in  republican  institutions,  refusing  to  admit 
to  membership  any  person  who  may  not  have  given 
—or  is  not  in  a  position  to  offer—  pi  oofs  of  republi- 
can virtues  and  customs,  requisites  which  accord- 
ing  to  Montesquieu  are  necessary  for  a  good  re 
public.  This  model  club  prescribes  other  hard 
conditions  for  membership,  and  will  seek  to  form  a 
large  sued  journal  to  sustain  its  ideas.  Our  col- 
league, the  Gazela  de  Noticias,  will  excuse  our 
borrowing   this  item  from  its  issue  of  the  17th  inst.

— Si\  Consellieiro,  Commendador,  Colonel  Fran- 
cisco de  Paula  Mayrink  left  to  lake  the  waters  of 
Coxamlni  on  the  24th.  In  other  countries  iliU 
would  mean  a  "raid,"  but  there  appears  to  be  no 
bears  in  Rio;  everybody  is  a  bull. 

—The  "Emureza  Industrial  do  Norte  e  Oeste  do 
Brazil,"  capital  20,000,000$,  proposes  lo  "go  in" 
for  rubber  extraction,  etc.,  in  the  stales  of  Para, 
Amazonas  and  Motto  Grosso.  We  ask  our  readers 
to  refer  to  our  correspondence  from  Para. 

— The  "banco  Minciro,"  capital  20,000,000$,  is 
more  particularly  destined  to  offer  facilities  to  rais- 
ers and  dealers  in  cattle,  sheep,  etc.,  but  will  also 
engage  in  such  business  for  account  of  its  share- 
holders.    A  meat  business  is  also  contemplated. 

— A  telegram  published  in  the  Gastta  de  Noticias 
on  the  22nd  says  that  one  of  the  gentlemen  of  the 
Argentine  minister's  train  was  coming  to  Rio  in 
borrow  money  (or  Montevideo.  The  report  was 
subsequently  denied  by  the  gentleman  in  question. 

— At  the  meeting  of  the  shareholders  tit  the  Com- 
mercio e  Lavoura  (coflee  packing!  company  held 
on  the  22nd,  it  was  decided  to  accept  the  offer  of 
the  Ensaccadora  company  for  purchasing  their  as- 
sets, and  the  appointment  of  a  com  mil  lee  to  liqui- 
date their  company  was  made. 

— On  the  23rd  the  first  stale  loan  under  guaran- 
tee of  the  general  government,  was  settled.  The 
contract  calls  upon  Messrs.  Louis  Cohen  &  Sons, 
through  their  representatives,  to  advance  3,000,- 
ooo$  to  the  state  of  Amazonas  on  the  conditions 
prescribed  by  the  August  10th  decree. 

— On  the  23rd  it  was  reported  that  all  the  banks 
of.  issue-—  Ruy  Barbosa  patent — would  be  allowed 
to  increase  their  issue  of  notes.  We  do  not  see 
what  else  could  be  done,  once  ihe  ISanco  dos  Esla 
dos  Unidos  and  Banco  Unirto  de  S.  Paulo  were 
given  this  concession,  It  looks,  however,  as 
though  General  Ruy  is  going  10  have  his  own  way 
about  bank  issues  after  all. 

— The  "  Orphanolo|>ica  dc  Flares  Artinciacs" 
company,  capital  500,000$,  is  formed  to  buy  an 
already  established  business — the  making  of  artifi- 
cial (lowers  by  orphans— and  the  prospectus  states 
that  if  the  company  can  supply  only  one-lull  of  the 
quantity  now  imported  the  profits  resulting  will 
reach  50  per  cent,  dividends.  If  such  dividends 
can  lie  paid,  why  not  reduce  the  prices? 

— There  is  said  to  be  an  increasing  determina- 
tion on  the  part  of  Rio  importing  firms  to  establish 
branches  in  S.  Paulo  and  Santos.  This  policy 
seems  to  us  welt  worthy  of  mature  deliberation,  for 
the  S..  Paulo  people  ars  intoxicated  at  present  by 
prosperity,  which  depends  on  ihe  one  article, 
coffee.  Rio,  it  appears  to  us,  is  likely  to  be  the 
Brazilian  commercial  metropolis  for  many  years, 
and  the  antics  of  the  Paulislas  will  wear  them  out 
as  so  many  other  things  have  done  in  this  wicked 
world. 

—On  August  31st  the  Moniteur  ties  Intjrits 
iWatemflles  says:  "Enfin,  on  a  appris  avec  satis- 
faction' que  le  minislre  des  finances,  M.  Barbosa, 
n'dtfU.tpns  demissionaiie,  non  pas  qu'on  lieniie  en 
Europe  a  ce  ministre,  qui,  au  debut,  a  pris  quelques 
decisions  a  la  legere  e  forciment  conlradicloires, 
metis  parce  qu'on  ne  sait  jamais,  a  distance,  ce  que 
petit  cacher  un  changement  du  personnel  dirigeant 
d'un  pays."  Not  altogether  satisfactory,  it  must 
be  confessed,  to  the  brios  of  the  General  in  charge 
of  Brazilian  finances. 

■—To  the  banks  of  issue  on  the  basis  of  govern- 
ment stock  it  will  be  permitted  to  convert  one-half 
of  Ihe  issue  conceded  to  them  to  the  specie  basis, 
in  conformity  with  that  of  other  banks  ;  they  can 
aiot,  however,  avail  of  this  permission  until  they 
have  exhausted  the  other  issue.  The  Banco  do 
Recife  will  be  permitted  to  issue  an  additional 
10,000,000$,  which  it  will  lend  to  the  government 
of  that  state  at  95^  per  cent,  type  and  5  per  cent. 
interest. — Gazeta  de  tVoticuu,  September  24th. 
Great  is  the  financial  savior  of  the  Brazilian  re- 
public. 

—A  decree  of  the  governor  of  Pernambuco  dated 
on  the  12th  inst.  reads  as  follows  :  Art.  1—  The 
inspector  of  the  state  treasury  is  authorized  to  issue 
bonds  (apotUes)  at  par  of  an  annual  interest  of  six 
per  cent.,  the  issue  to  represent  a  sum  equivalent  to 
the  amount  of  the  floating  debt.  Art.  2— The  pay- 
ment (of  this  debt?)  may  he  made  directly  in 
bonds,  if  the  creditors  agree  to  this.  Art.  3— Con- 
trary dispositions  are  revoked.  A  clearer  case  of 
forced  loan  could  hardly  be  formulated  ;  and  the 
governor  is  evidently  ignorant  of  what  the  floating 
debt  amounts  to. 


—The  "Pcifumarias  Mallei"  company,  capital 
i(W,oof>$,  the  Brazileira  Commercio  de  Ceraes  and 
the  Corlumes  peln  Hlecttiddade  companies  were 
all  formally  installed  on  the  ajtti, 

—Telegrams  published  here  on  the  27th  state 
that  the  directors  of  the  London  and  Brazilian 
Hank,  Limited,  hail  declared  an  nd-lnterim  divi- 
dend at  the  rate  of  10  per  cent,  per  Annum. 

-The  R.  M.  sir.  Ttenl,  which  arrived  on  the 
25th,  brought  £301,800  in  gold  from  the  River 
Plate.  A  good  part  will  probably  go  at  once  to 
the  Treasury  to  represent  twice  its  vnlue  in  paper 
money. 

— The  "Funeraria"  company,  capital  2.000,000$, 
proposes  to  bury  people  in  Rio  at  much  cheaper 
rates  than  have  heretofore  been  current.  It  is  pe- 
culiar ;  there  is  not  a  physician  on  the  board  of 
directors. 

—The  "  Banco  de  Cohrancas  e  Adiantamentos," 
capital    1,000,000$,   is  in  process  of  organization. 

Collections  and  advances  are  the  principal  objects 
of  the  bank,  but  other  operations  will  not  he 
neglected. 

--The  "  Moinho  Paranaense"  company,  capital 
500,000$,  will  establish  a  flour  mill  in  the  state  of 
Parana,  lor  which  purpose  it  enjoys  exemption 
from  all  stale  taxes  on  raw  material,  machinery  and 
accessories. 

— On  the  27th  the  "  Andorinhaa,"  spinning  and 
weaving,  company,  capital  1,000,000$,  the 
Nova  Era  Rural  do  Brazil,  the  Carvao  Vegetal  and 
Ihe  Uniao  Industrial  de  Fumos  companies  were 
formally  organized. 

—  Barao  de  Jaceguay  has  resigned  the  presidency 
of  ihe  Hotel  Internacional  company.  Tt  is  report- 
ed that  the  Novo  Fribtirgo  palace  will  not  be 
turned  into  a  hotel  after  all,  but  will  become  the 
residence  of  a  high  official  of  slate. 

— The  "  Industrial  e  Agricola  dc  Thercsopolis" 
company,  capital  1,000,000$,  will  raise  cattle  and 
swine,  manufacture  butter,  cheese,  oils  and  tallow, 
and  cultivate  on  an  extensive  scale  aifafa,  grapes 
and  "delicious  fruits"  for  the  Rio  market. 

—With  a  capital  of  30,000,000$  and  the  name  of 
the  "National  de  1'orjas  e  E.staleiros"  company,  it 
is  proposed  to  organize  in  Rio  an  association  to 
enter  into  competition  with  the  "Forges  et  Chan- 
tiers  de  la  Me'diterrancV  company  of  France, 

—  Decrees  dated  on  the  26th  inst.  approve  the 
contracts  made  with  the  Rio  City  Improvements 
Co.,  for  the  sewerage  service  of  the  Jardim  Bo. 
tanico,  Andarahy  Pequeno,  Engeuho  Novo,  Todos 
os  Santos  and  Ollicinas  districts,  in  the  suburbs  of 
this  city. 

—On  tiie  251I1  it  transpired  that  the  Jornaldo 
Commeicio  had  changed  proprietors.  The  price 
was  stated  to  be  something  over  4,0110,000$,  and 
although  the  names  of  the  new  proprietors  are 
withheld,  it  is  more  than  suspected  that  Sr.  May- 
rink is  the  organizer  of  the  purchasing  syndicate. 

—On  the  25th  a  credit  for  i5o,722$45o  was 
opened  to  settle  a  claim  for  money  appropriated, 
and  slaves  placed  in  the  army,  by  the  general  in 
command  of  the  revolutionary  forces  in  Bahia, 
when  Brazil  declared  her  independence.  The 
claimants  have  had  a  decision  from  the  courts  in 
their  favor  since  1S42. 

— The  minister  of  finance  has  granted  to  the 
Evoneas  company  20  years  exemption  from  import 
duties.  Another  company — the  Saneamento — or- 
ganized for  a  similar  purpose  enjoys  the  same  privi- 
lege. The  concession  bears  no  dale  ;  an  impor- 
tant omission,  for  ihe  fact  that  it  was  granted  affect- 
ed the  shares  of  the  Evoneas,  and  leads  to  suspi- 
cion that  those  in  the  "ring"  knew  of  it,  before  the 
rest  of  the  world. 

—According  to  the  Jortxil do  Commetcio  of  the 
25th  the  following  shows  the  capital  to  be  employed 
in  central  sugar  factories  noon  which  the  govern- 
ment  lias   granted  6  per  cent,  interest  per  annum  : 

Para, I  factory 400,000$ 

Maranhao, 4      do     3,000,000
